Froop at Danrzic.—Great damage has 
been done on the tract of land called the Wer- 
der, and in the city of Dantzic itself, by the 
breaking of the dykes onthe Vistula. On the 
9th instant, the stream being swe!led by the im- 
mense quantity of snow which has fallen in the 
interior, and impeded in its regular course by 
vast masses of ice, broke through the dyke in 
several places, and all the lower houses, as 
well in the fifty villages as over the whole plain 
of ths Werder, were soon inundated to the roof, 
and the water still continued to rise, so that it 
rose at last five feet above the summit of the 
dyke, for its whole length of twenty-five miles. 
Of 8,000 or 10,000 head of cattle, and 4000 
or 5000 houses, it is probable that not a tenth 

art is saved. In Dantzic itself great damage 

as been done. A quarter called the Lower 
Town, inhabited by the poorest class, was over- 
flowed in an instant by the giving way of a sluice 
and the houses filled up to the roof. The tor- 
rent rushed impetuously through the city towards 
the harbour and the mouth of the Vistula, over- 
powering every obstacle in its course, and sweep- 
ing considerable houses into the ses. It was not 
till the 12th that the water began to abate, 
and on the 14th it had fallen three feet; but the 
city seemed to he surrounded on three sides by 
a great lake, and even on the 14th the poor 
sufferers could not leave the roofs of the houses 
and the steeples, and the want of food increas- 
ed their distress. Hundreds were saved by boats 
and rafts, and provisions sent to the vil- 
lages by the same means, but it is feared that 
numbers have perished.

THE BRATTLEBORO PRESS. 

Brattlebor’o, Vt. June 3, .—This new pow- 
er press has now been in constant operation 
for a considerable time, and the rapidity with 
which it throws of the work while at the same 
time it executes it in the most beautiful manner, 
would seem incredible were we not eye wit- 
nesses of its operation. It is the second one 
which has been constructed on the same plan, 
but it contains many important improvements, 
which render it now perhaps the most perfect 
machine of the kind in existence. The first one 
has been in operation nearly a year, and has 
worked extremely well, but this one has not 
only surprised but delighted us by the regularity 
as well as the rapidity of its motion. 

It works two forms at a time, which are ink- 
ed by the same apparatus, the impression being 
given by two platens, one at eachend. Two 
girls are required to put on and lay off the 
sheets, which is all the Jabour required. The 
ordinary rate at which it runs is three tokens an 
hour, although on newspaper or other common 
work fifteen sheets a minute may be thrown 
off; indeed it has been run at the rate of eigh- 
teen a minute, though this is more sheets than 
can be handled for any length of time. In fact 
we see not how any more can be done on a 
press of any construction, for there is no delay 
in any part, and the sheets may be put on as 
fast as they can be handled. If we mistake not the 
great Napier press cannot do much more than 
this does, with twice the number of hands. 

The length of the maghine is about cight 
feet, and the whole dues not occupy many 
more square fect ofa room than a common press; 
the machinery, which is exceedingly compact, 
is all contained between the ribs and the floor. 
The workmanship does great eredit to the in- 
genious manufacturer, Mr. E. H. Thomas of 
this place. The price will be very moderate, 
and such as to bring it within the reach of 
nearly all who require one.

But the peti- 
tioners did not come under that denomnation. 
The act already referred to contained a clause, 
authorizing the Apothecaries’-hall to recover a 
penalty of 100/. from every person who should 
attempt to exercise the business of an apotheca- 
ry without their license. 
the way in which this peaalty was now imposed 


uy. The Apothecaries’-hall had commenced 
actions against many individuals for compound- 
ing and dispensing medicines without having 
complied with the regulations of the company. 
In adopting this course they had not exhibited 
the slightest inclination to serve the public, by 
preventing incompetent persons from acting as 
apothecaries: their sole object appeared to be 
to minister to their own profit by securing the 
penalties, They bad chosen skilful and able 
persons against whom to enforce the law, prac- 
titioners who, having received their diplomas 
from the colleges of London, Glasgow, Edin- 
burgh and Dublin, thought it derogatory to 
their dignity to go to the Apothecaries’-hall for 
the purpose of taking outa license. These por- 
sons had been eelected as victims, and the worst 
consequences inust ensue if a stop were not put 
to the mischief. There were not fewer than 250 
medical practitioners, who had taken out their 
diplomas in the manner described, and who were 
now resident in the north of Ireland, where 
they exercised the profession of physicians, sur- 
geons, and apothecaries, rendering themselves, 
by their necessaty assumption of the last-named 
calling, liable to the penalties which it was in 
the power of the Apothecaries’ Company to 
inflict. It was said to be the object of the Apo- 
thecaries’-hall, in Dublin, to put these 250 gen- 
tlemen under an innual fine or mulct of 20/.— 
the sum demanded for a license; and thus to 
acquire a revenue of 5,000/. a year at their ex- 
pense. What the A pothecaries’ Company aimed 
at was, not to prevent unskilful persons from 
practising as apoth >:aries, but to benefit them- 
selves in a pecuniary point of view, and kcep up 
their menopoly. Thay never iquired if a man were 
skilful or not, but whether he was able to pay 
the penalty. Whe he paid it, they sent him 
a certificate of practice without any examination. 
It appeared perfectty ridiculous that persons 
capable of acting as. physicians, surgeons and 
apothecaries in the srmy and navy—who had 
retired on half-pay, «und who were sufficiently 
skilful and intelligent in their profession to be 
of the utmost service ‘:o the community—should 
not be qualified to ac:t as apothecaries without 
license from a body ot’ men such as the Apotle- 
caries’ Company. Yet that was the situation 
in which 250 practitioners in the north of Ire- 
land were placed, and. from which they prayed 
to be relieved. The petitioners deprecated 
the monopoly, and tle unjust taxation ina 

posed. by the Apothecaries’-hall, He called the 
attention of his noble fiiends (the Chief Secre- 


he conceived to be ons that could not be pass- 
ed over without investigation. The petition- 
ers prayed for relief from t¥& operation of the 
act of 1791, on their own behalf, and on that 
of all persons who had obtained licenses or de- 
grees from any of the royal medical colleges in 
Great Britain or Ireland. That did not appear 
an unreasonable proposition: a diploma thus 
obtained was a better security than a certificate 
of the Apothecaries’ Company. He hoped his 
noble friend would bring in a bill without de- 
lay to remove the inconvenience of the present 
system. The Apothecaries’ Company were so 
well aware that the subject was one 
wouid never stand the test of inquiry, that they 
were giving orders to levy the fines with the 
utmost expedition against the gentlemen who 
had rendered theinselvea liable to them. No 
time should be lost in taking the matter up; the 
subject was one which called for the interpo- 
sition of the house, not only for the sake of 
the medical profession, but for the sake of the 
inhabitants of the country, more particularly of 
the north of Ireland.

postponement of payment, of which the advan- 
tage is to be reaped in the succeeding que eter. 

No sums, except those arising from bona fide 
surplus, are to be applied to reduce the debt.— 
On this subject, we quote the words of the re- 
port:— In my view, the application merely is 
not the most essential point for consideration, 
but great care should be taken to apply it in 
equable portions, so that one quarter shall not 
be larger than another. With this view, I pro- 
pose that accounts be made up at the Treasury 
every quarter-day, with a reference to the ante- 
eedent quarter, which will thus afford a check 
on the expenditure. ‘This will be provided for 
ina bill which [shall bring forward on the sub- 
ject; anda provision will als& be made in that 
bill for a means of reducing the debt by a gradu- 
al funding; namely, that a purchase of 109/. Ex- 
chequer bills shall be entitled to not more than 
101/.10s. I consider it desirable that every op- 
portunity should be takea for reducing the 
funded debt of the country; and I am, at the 
same time, well aware that the accomplishment 
of this object is attended with much difficulty; 
but the danger of having to contend with an un- 
wieldy and an uninanageable debt, ought not to 
deter the House from making every possible ef- 
fort to bring it about, particularly as I am of 
opinion it can be done safely, because gradually. 
This was the fallacy of Mr. Canning, and though 
in his time three millions were added to the debt, 
yet the necessity for the increase had been ac- 
counted for, and those who had heard Mr. Can- 
ning on that occasion, must recollect the argu- 
ments that were urged to prove it. Having al- 
ready detailed to the House the estimates for 
the year, [ need not now go more largely into 
the particulars. ‘the total supply will be 
18,453,0004. ‘Whatever temporary difficulty may 
arise, there is nothing in my mind which can lead 
me to any doubt that those difficulties will be 
overcome; and I see nothing discouraging in the 
future prospects of the country.

THE CREEKS AND CHEROKEES. 


The Augusta Chronicle Extra contains an 
‘Indian Talk,’’ from the President of the Uni- 
ted States to the Creek Indians, and a letter of 
the Secretary at War to the Cherokee Delega- 
tion. These documents are precursors of the re- 
moval of these nations beyond the Mississi pi. ; 
The President demands of the Creeks the sur- 
render of the murderers of a citizen of Geor ® 
and informs them that they and his white chil- 
dren are too near to each other to live in har~ 
mony. He has therefore provided them, beyond 
the Mississippi, a country large enough for them 
all, to which he advises their removal, where 
the whites will not trouble them, and where they 
can remain ‘‘ as long as grass grows and rivers * 
run,’’ as this land belongs to the President, and 
to none else. For the improvements in the coun- 
try they occupy at present, and the stock * 
cannot take with them, a fair price will 
them. If they remain, they must be 
the State laws.
